Governor Hi/1 
sentto his nephewa telegram of sympathy, 
#1 d issued the following proclamation : 

STATE OF New York, EXEcuTive CHamMpBer.—J 
announce to the people of the state, with sincere 
regret, the death of Samuel J. Tilden, after a lone 
and active career devoted to the public good, and 
the rendition of arduoas and conspicuous services 
in *chalfofthe people. Hethis morning peare- 
fuby passed away, at his chosen retreat at Grey- 
stone, on the banks of the Hudson. 

The country loses one of its ablest statesmen and 
the state of New York one of its foremost citizens, 
He was twice representative in the state legisla- 
ture, a member of two constitutional conventions, 
governor of the state for two years and, in 1876, was 
the candidste of one of the greatest parties of the 
country for the -presidency and received therefor 
the electoral yote of his native state and upon a 
popular vote was declared the choice of a ma- 
jority of the voters of the United States. 
As @& ede citizen, and in every public. 
station, he was pure and upright and discharged 
every trust with conspicuous fidelity. His fast 
public utterance, which attracted universal atten- 
tion, exhibited the same spirit of unselfish patriot- 
ism which characterized his whole career, and 
was in behalf of strengthening the defenses of his 
country that he loved so well. It is meet that the 
close of such a lifeshould be marked «wyith more 
than passing notice.

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Corgress Raeady to Adjourn Whenever it Suits the 
President to Return the Appropriation 
Bills—The Vacant Georgia Judgeship— 
Other News from Washington. 


WASHINGTOX, August 4.—[{Special.]—Wher- 
ever a knot congressmen is met tonight, 
the topic of conversation is the river and 
harbor bill. All recognize that the action of 
the president on this measure scttles the day 
of adjournment, and there is a tacit under. 
standing that congress will sit until the presi- 
dent either vetoes or approves the bill. 
Nothing degnite can be learned as to the 
president’s intenticn towards the bill. He is 
closeted tonight with the secretary of war 
and several of the principal engineer officers 
of the army, and it is understood that thes 
are going tarough the bill, item by item, 
Speaker Carlisle was asked tonight if he had 
any knowledge of the president’s intention 


towards the measure. In reply he 
said that he had no. definite 
knowledge on the subject, but it 


was his individual impression that the bill 
would be vetoed. He added that until the 
president takes action it will be impossible 
to predict the hour of adjournment, 
as a majority of the members no where 
are determined to await ‘his message before 
voting to close the session. In event ofa 
veto sn attempt will undoubtedly be made 
to pass a joint resolution appropriating a lump 
sum, probably eight million dollars, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the engineers 
of the army. Itis doubtful if a quorum will 
be present to vote en this resolution, if delay- 
ed longer than tomorrow, as every outgoing 
train swarms with congressmen.

THE GENERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 

In the conference over the general deficien- 
ey bill, two measures of interest were drop- 
ped. One was the clause that was inserted in 
the senate, providing that the accounting of- 
ficers should go back over the past year and a 
half, and review all the aecounts they had 
passed upon and reverse their action in many 
of there. This was claimed by the democrats 
of the house to be a party measure and Mr. 
Barnes, who had charge of the bil: insisted 
that it should be stricken out. The other 
clause was that fixing a limit of $800 to the 
carpi pes. of United States com issioners. 
The -tepubiitan ftenators got tio impres- 
sion that this, was a partisan 
measure. It @Bould be borne in mind that 
the commissioners of the country are almost 
to a man republicars. In the south, some of 
the most remarkable abuses of the office,from 
time to time, have occurred, A lobbyist who 
was employed by the commissioners to defeat 
the measure, if possible, talked with Mr, 
Crisp and several other southern members, 
who said that they were heartily in favor of 
the provision, as there were many instances 
witbin their knowledge when the commission- 
ers have misused their office. The lobbyist 
then went to ceveral republican senators and 
reported these remarks, saying that, of course, 
the commissioners of the south are trying to 
enforce the internal revenue laws and have a 
hard time of it, as there is a apecial prejudice 
against them. He called attention to the fact 
that they were all republicans, and that it was 
improper for a democaatic house to be permit- 
ted to persecute them. The moment this 
phaze was put upon the measure it was with- 
drawpy. Comptroller Durham wrote a note to 
the chairman of the committee. having the 
matter in charge, saying that he helieved his 
cfiice would be able te remedy the difficulty 
with the United States commissioners, and 
that he should not in the future permit prison- 
ers to be carried long distances for the purpose 
of being taken before certain commissioners 
for hearing. It will beinsisted by the account- 
ing officers that prisoners must be taken before 
the nearest commissioner. 

THE UNITED STATES JUDGESHI?,. 

I believe Judge John L. Hopkins, of Atlan- 
te. is the latest entry in the race for district 
judgeship. 

Ex-Sexvator Pope Barrow called on the pres- 
ident today and told him that Railroad Com- 
missioner Alexander Erwin was the man for 
the place. ; 

D. B. Hamilton, of Rome, is here to advocate 
the appointment of Judge Branham. 

Senator Colquitt says he thinks the appoint- 
ment will be made before the president leaves 
Wasbipeton for his vacation. He says the 
appointee cau hold court before he is confirm- 
ed ifappointed during a recess of congress; 
though he can’t draw any pay till 
he is confirmed. Sénator Edmunds agrees 
with Senator Colquitt on this point, and says 
the question has been decided time and again. 
Asto the probable time of the appointment, 
opinions differ greatly. Some members of the 
Georgia delegation think it will not be made 
for several Months yet. 

INTER-STATE COMMERCE, 

Judge Crisp, one of the conferges on partof 
the hovee on the differences between the sen- 
ate and house, on the inter-state commerce 
bill eaid tonignt that he was pleased with the 
developments of last uight’s conference. He 
sa’ d: 

“Of course we did not hope to agree on any 
bill at this late etage of the session, but I dis- 
cover on the pastof the conferees from both 
houses a genuine spirit of conciliation and an 
earnest desire to do something on this matter. 
When congress meets next wigter our confer- 
ences will be regewed. I am confident that we 
shall be able to agree on a bill which will be 
ado;ted by both houses. It will necessarily 
be in the nature of. a compromise between the 
Cullom ard Reagan bill, but Iam sure it will 
be a satisfactory and a salitary measure, My 
coufidence in early legis! on this. question 
was never so strovg as it is now.” 

Senator Harris, of Tennessee, another mem- 
ber of the conference committee, agrees with 
these views, end sodo the other members of 
the committee.

Bills had just been 
sent to the president that he could not read 
in three days, among them the river and har- 
bor bill, which would require a day to go 
through jt.

This is the same bill and 
practically the same substitate on which a 
conference committee failed to come to an 
agreement. 

A further committee of conference was 
asked.

THE MEXICAN RACKET. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH PRESIDENT 
DIAZ ON THE MATTER. 


He Thinks Cutting Offended the Laws and Should 
be Pupished—Does Not Believe That the 
United States Means War—Secretary Bay- 
ard Determinedto Release the Prisoner. 


Crry or Mexico, via 
4.— Popular sentiment has been so thoroughly 
aroused here over Editor Catting’s case, and 
press comments thereon, that a representative 
of the associated press called today at the 
castle of Chepultepec to get the views of Presi- 
dent Diaz and Senor Romero Rubio, minister 
of the interior, whois visiting at the castle. 
The latter said that he 
was happy to [present the facts in 
tt e case to the press and entered at once intoa 
very full review of it from the begianing. 
He ststed Cutting’s offense, his character and 
that of Sencr Mendina, and went into an 
claboo ate explanation of Mexico’s right to ar- 
test Cutting from a legal point of view. Cat- 
ting, said the’ minister, having been com- 
manded by court to make apology, did so 
in an El Paso newspaper, but worded it 
so as to make it really an insult tothe court. 
This newspaper, although published in the 
United States, Cutting knew to be circulated 
in Paso del Norte, on the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande, and he took painvs to circulate the 
issue containing reflections on a Mexican court 
in Paso del Norte, cressing the river to this 
side himself to circutate the paper. He was, 
therefore, airested ia proper legal form and 
pat in jail. He was treated with even more 
consideration than Mexican criminals. 

The minister was asked if he thought the 
judge had acted in good faith. He replied: 

“I do, and for that very reason, the execu- 
tive power here could not,on the demand from 
the United States government set aside the 
judicial power. The government here con: 
sidered that Cutting had not only infringed 
the code of etate of Chihuahua, which makes 
offenses against its citizens committed on for- 
eign territory punishable by its court, but had 
also committed an offense on this side of the 
line by refusing, without giving any reason, 
to recognize thedemand ofthe judge, using 
insulting language to that official, and it was 
clear teat the circulating ofastatement de- 
rogatory toa court on this side ofthe river, 
constituted a clear case of offense against the 
law.”’ 

“Then it is for these reasons that you have 
refused to grant an unconditional release?” 

“Yes. The government here has forwarded 
a very full reportof thecase to Washington, 
where it has been submitted to congress.” 

President Diaz then entered the apartment, 
and expressed gratification at meeting a rep- 
resentative of the associated press of the Uni- 
ted States, and extended acordial greeting, 
The president said: . 

“IT presume you have bad from Minister 
Romero Rubio a full explanation of the case, 
and an abstract of the grounds for our action, 
and I will only sey that I have just received 
a lettur fiom the eiirfyjustice Of the state of 
CHInWSaHVS giving.a 2xosu.- me of the prosesducc 
of the court in response to my request.” 

The letter was then read in full by Sonor 
Ren eto Rubio. It showed that the state au- 
therities of Chihuahua had exercised every 
eare in treating Cutting with consideration, 
even mcre than the president thought was 
neceztarr, for be thought it was sufficient to 
treat bim as he would treat a Mexican citizen 
jmprisoned under the same charges. 

‘Doe you consider, Mr. Presidqgt, that the 
care will lead to trouble?” 

‘I bavye no apprehension of difficulties 
growing cut of such an insignificant affair, 
which is really only a quarrel between two 
disreputable journalists. I think that the 
United States government was a trifle 
basty in the matter, Owing  proba- 
bly to early and inaccurate and 
one-sided reports. I have no doubt that the 
full explanation already forwarded to the 
American congress, an enlightened body con- 
taining many excellent lawyers and accom- 
plis bed statesmen, will lead to a calmer con- 
sideration of the matter and that justice will 
be done.”’ 

The president then went on, at much 
length, to relate various cases occurring on 
the bo: der line of the two republics, to show 
bow careful both governments should be not 
to act too hastily and on insufficient evidence. 

“There is,” said the “president, “‘a class of 
both Mexicans and Americans on the border 
who, after getting into trouble with the law, 
plead their citizenship to shield them from 
the punishment they deserve.” 

The president also mentioned the Crawford 
case, where the investigation made by his 
good friend, General Sheridan, always ani- 
mated by kindly sentiments towards Mexico, 
proved that the shooting was 
the result of a misunderstand- 
ing on the part of Mexican troops, He 
also mevtioned several cases in which he had 
personally gone further than was absolutely 
neceseary in order to avoid unpleasant differ- 
ences with the United States government. 
The president said he deplored the tone of a 
certain section of both the American and 
Mexican press, adding: 

“Our government is certainly acting in good 
faith in this matter, being only desirous of 
baving justicedone. It is a matter for calm 
copsideration on the part of the two govern- 
ments, uninfluenced by popular clamor.” 

He said that it was ridiculous to suppose, as 
had heen charged in some newspapers, that 
the United States government was making 
a pretext of the Cutting case to en- 
ter on war, for the United States 
would not do so without having first got in 
readiness. The president did not believe that 
the American people were hostile to Mexico; 
on the contrary he had found the best class of 
Awericans in cordial sympathy with the pro- 
gressive purposes of his administration. He 
sincerely hoped that mothing would occur to 
mar the friendship of the two peoples living 
uvder the same form of government and ani. 
mated by kindly sentiments towards each 
other. He was glad to be able to present his 
vicws in this matter to the American people, 

Turing the entire interview the Mexican 
state: men expressed themeelves with the ut- 
roost moderation and good sense.

A CONSERVATIVE PROTEST, 


The Merchants of El Paso Disagree with 
the Mass Meeting. 

Et Paso, Texas, August 4.—On Monday 
evening a meeting was held here for the pur- 
pose of indorsing the stand taken by Governor 
Ireland, in the matter of Mexican outrages on 
the Rio Grande border, in which he threatens 
to take the matter into his own hands, Reso- 
lutions were passed to which many citizens 
objected as too radical and incendiary. A 
protest was published yesterday, signed by 
nearly all the lawyers, bankers, merchants 
— bussness men of El Paso. It reads ag fol- 

ows: 

“We, the undersigned, citizensof El Paso, be- 
lieving that we represent the voice of the con- 
servative element, protest against so much of the 
resolutions adopted by the mass meeting last 
night as refiect upon our general government for 
inaction in the pending international question 
with Mexico, and state that we have confidence in 
the intention and ability of our government and 
of the present administration to protect American 
citizens abroad; and while we heartily concur in 
so much of said resolutions as urges upon the gov- 
ernment the necessity of prompt and energetic 
measures to vindicate the rights of citizens of the 
United States in Mexico, and desires to call the 
earnest attention of those in power to this most 
important matter, and while we pledge ourselves, 
when necessary, to heartily support our govern- 
ment in demanding and enforcing, evea by arms, 
a proper respect of our citizens aud our flag, we 
trust that all pending difficulties may be amica- 
bly settled without tarnish to either nation, and 
thet the friendly relations now existing may con- 
tinue between the two republics.” :

There he printed the libel in his 
paper in a good deal worse form than before, 
in Spanish, and took his papers over to Paso 
del Norte himself and sold them. Of course 
‘be was again arrested, and thatis bow he 
comes to be in jail now. He is smart enough 
to see that being made a martyr he can become 
notorious and make money outof his noto- 
riety. He has been offered release on straw 
bail, but he draws himselfup with assumed 
patriotic dignity and says: 

“No, Iam in the hands of my country, and 
she will care for me.”

In explanation, Mr. Mitchell stated that the road 
was built in 1884 po 1835, when labor 
was cheap; that the grading was 
very light; that thirty-pound rails were used 


instead of forty- pound rails; that the rails were 
bought at a low price, timber at eight dollars per 
thousand, and that two creeks and the Ogeechee 
river are crossed by pile trestles instead of by 
bridges.

The Late Samuel J. Tilden. 

In the death of Samuel Jones Tilden the 
country loses one of its greatest lawyers and 
most eminent statesmen. 

With the leading events of Mr. Tilden’s 
life our readers are familiar. His public 
career extended through forty years, and 
during that period his lofty purposes, public 
spirit and statesmanship stamped their im- 
press upon the legislation and policy of the 
country. 

He was cast in an antique mould, Among 
his contemporaries he loomed up as a states- 
man who had come down to them from the 
better days of the republic. Scorning the 
small policies of small men, he nevertheless 
held in his comprehensive intellectual grasp 
everything that concerned good government, 
law and order and the welfare of humanity. 

Early in his career he identified himself 
with the cause of reform. But he was never 
misled by the sham article. His reforms 
were genuine and practicable, and he never 
failed to carry them through. His crushing 
onslaught upon the canal rings had_ the ef- 
fect of breaking down a gigantic system of 
corruption, and shaping the canal policy of 
the state. His magnificent crusade against 
Tweedism resulted, for atime, in the com- 
plete purification of New York politics. As 
the ‘‘reform governor,’’ he made a record 
that will never be forgotten. 

Elected president of the United States in 
1576, the rule or ruin policy of the republi- 
cans threatened another civil war, and in 
the interests of peace Mr. Tilden allowed 
his claims to the chief magistracy to be de- 
termined by the fraudulent returning boards 
whose action resulted in seating*utherford 
B. Hayes, 

But the subject of this sketch did not need 
political honors to make him one of the first 
citizens of the republic, As a lawyer, ho 
conducted successfully many of the greatest 
and most celebrated litigations of two gen- 
erations, cases involving many millions of 
dollars and the most intricate legal ques- 
tions. Inthe midst of his labors he found 
time for the enjoyment of literature and 
art, and the esthetics of life. His many 
letters and addresses, and notably the com- 
munication to the national democratic con- 
vention of 1240, declining to again become a 
candidate for the presidency, will always 
command the admiration of those who ap- 
preciate pure, vigorous and dignified Eng- 
lish. 

Although he lived and died unwedded, 
the Sage of Graystone was never indifferent 
to the pleasures and interests of the men 
and women around him. Nothing delighted 
him more than to turn aside from law and 
public affairs to engage in the recreations 
afforded by literature, society and raral life. 

A great and good man has gone to his 
final reward. When this is said what more 
need be said? There will be flags at half 
mast and demonstrations of mourning all 
over the land, but these are only the out- 
ward signs of the nation’s grief. Deep down 
in every American heart there is a feeling 
that ‘‘passeth show,’’ and it cannot be ade- 
quately voiced in any of the fleeting tributes 
of theday. Wemust look tothe eulogist 
and the historian for the fitting commemora- 
tion of the virtues of our great leader. 


Worse Than Death. 

More than a year ago Samuel 8. Conant, 
the editor of Harper’s Weekly, mysteriously 
disappeared in Brooklyn, leaving scarcely a 
trace behind him. 

For nine days or so the public wondered 
and sympathized, and then dismissed the 
matter from their mind. But how is it with 
the giief-stricken family? A recent inter- 
view with the son of the missing man gives 
a faint insight into the wretchedness and 
suspense of those who mourn a loved one 
without knowing whether he is alive or 
dead. 

The Conants continue to live in the old 
family residence, although they are barely 
able to afford it. They do this in the hope 
that the wanderer‘ may some day re- 
turn, and they fear that,it would grieve him 
and add to his self-reproach if he found them 
living in poorer quarters. During all this 
time detectives have been at work draining 
the purse of the little family of every cent. 

Hardly a week passes that the son is not 
called upon to exaniine the dead body ot 
some unknown man who beara a 
resemblance to Mr. Conant. Occasion- 
ally he takes long trips to 
see an insane persop, who is unable to give 
an account of himself, and who is supposed 
to be the long-lost editor. A sad feature of 
the business is the fact that young Conant 
finds a large number of sorrowing men and 
women engaged in the same hopeless search 
for missing relatives. He meets them in the 
hospitals, asylums and morgues, A sympa- 
thy bas sprung up between these sad-eyed 
searchers. They compare notes, and coap- 
sel together as to the best mode of procedure. 
Misery draws them together ina fellowship 
of woe. 


Here we have something worse than death. | 


Jt would bean inexpressible relief to these 
people to know that the unfortunate objects 
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of their search s'ept well after life’s fitful 
fever. But they are denied this consolation. 
Day and night they are tortured by the 
thought that the absent ones still live, bereft 
of reason,and unable to give strangers a clue 
to their identity. Sometimes a man’s mind 
is wiped out without a moment’s warning, 
and he becomes a wanderer upon the face of 
the earth. Brutal strangers kick and cuff 
him, throw him into a convict’s cell or lock 
him up inanasylum. It is not always easy 
to trace such men. 

The Conants have a heavy burden to bear. 
In the meantime they wait and hope, 


After Twenty-Three Years. 

An exceedingly pleasant reunion is set for 
the Sth of September upon the memor- 
able battlefield of Gettysburg. There, in 
1863, Lee and Meade measured strength for 
three days, and thousands of brave men 
offered up their lives in the struggle. 

On the Ist day of July, when the confed- 
erates were attacking the federals, and the 
two armies were getting foothold for the 
great battles of the 2d and 3d, the 44th 
Georgia and the 21st Georgia faced the 157th 
regiment of New York Volunteers. Colonel 
Ji B, Estes commanded the 44th and Colonel 
J.T. Mercer commanded the 21st. 

Charles O. Newton, writing from Homer, 
New York, to Adjutant General John A. 
Stepheng, states that the New York regiment 
will hold its reunion on the 8th of Septem- 
ber at Gettysburg, and will erect a monu- 
ment upon the spot on'which the two Georgia 
regiments spoken of were faced. Mr, New- 
ton asks for the address of Colonel Estes and 
of Colonel Mercer in order that the surviv- 
ing members of their regiments may be in- 
vited to attend the rennion. 

Many sad memories arise when Gettysburg 
is mentioned. Itisa hallowed spot to both 
federals and confederates. There the brav- 
ery of American soldiers was fully illustra- 
ted, and neither side need blush for the his- 
tory that was made in those three days. 
When the old soldiers meet, after a lapse of 
nearly ta quarter of a century, they will 
meet as brave as ever, but under far diffe-- 
ent circumstances. 

It is possible that Colonel Estes may at- 
tend the reunion, but the gallant Mercer 
has heard the last tattoo. Opposite his 
name on the records is the single word 
“*killed,”’ 


The Country Lads. 

A recent number of a northern periodical, 
under the head of ‘‘Country Life for Chil- 
dren,’’ has the following suggestive para- 
graph: 

It has repeatedly been noticed that the city ehild 
bas very obtuse ideas of property rights, a fact that 
is strange when we note that in cities the arm of 
the law is above and around all property in a coa- 
spicuous way. Country villages, where improve- 
ment has done away with front fences, have some 
need of their restoration to restrain the trespasses 
of the city children whocome out forsummer liv- 
ing. The country child is a better respecter of 
property rights and of personal rights. He is less 
an intruder; he is far less disposed to insult those 
who are passing along the street or road; he ismore 
liberty loving, and decidedly more democratic, 
than the. city child. The best blood in‘eity buai- 
ness and professional iife comes from country bred 
children, The thought and the feelings that lie 
beneath appearances and the surface of things are 
weak in thecity child. The philosophers, the 
poets, the brainy men of a nation, mostly pagsed 
their youth in the country, We take trom cow try 
ebiidreu the wen who manage our railways, who 
conduct our great eaterprises and who renew and 
increase the vital energies that develop our indus- 
trialism. 

There is one statement in the foregoing 
that ought to particularly impress young 
men who are growing up in the country, 
namely, the best blood, the highest success 
and the most conspicuous energy come from 
the country—that is to say, from regions 
away from the cities and towns. By some 
process of selection, which is as mysterious 
as it is inevitable, all the energies which go 
to make the republic great, and prosperous, 
and conspicuous, are recruited frém the conn- 
try. Civilization itself, the arts, the sciences 
and letters, are fed from this source. 

There are throughout the south today 
thousands of boys, energetic and ambitious, 
who are anxious to know what opportunities 
they will haveto rise in the world—how 
they shall receive the benefits of a higher 
education and a wider culture. With noex- 
perience of life, they feel that their lot is a 
narrow and unhappy one. They feel the 
loneliness, the isolation of their condition, 
and they are inclined to be restless and im- 
patient. THE CONSTITUTION, in response to 
letters asking its advice, has often talked 
with these young men through its columns, 
and it has never failed to tell them that their 
lot, as compared with the lot of the average 
city bred boy, is an enviable one, indeed. 

Boys raised in the city no doubt enjoy 
their surroundings. They havea great many 
so-called ‘‘advantages,’’ and yet, never since 
the world began has the city bred youth had 
any advantage over the boy raised in the 
country. In all the professions; in every de- 
partment of life, the country boy has a tre- 
mendous advantage. There are many rea- 
sons why this should beso, but the principal 
reason is that the country boy acquires and 
retains an individuality that is of immense 
service to him in afterlife. Heacquires and 
retains an independence that is better than 
any modern business training. Beyond the 
discipline of home he has nomaster. He 
falls into no routine methods. He remains 
himself. His mind is left to form itself re- 
gardless of all limitations. He is taught the 
value, the honesty and the necessity of la- 
bor, but he is not made aslave of, and his 
condition is in every respect different from 
that of the city boy who is compelled to 
earn his own living. If the latter is to en- 
gage in business, he begins by selecting 
something that “‘society’’ considers respecta- 
ble. He starts asacash boy; becomesa 
clerk, and this, in nine cases out of ten, is 
the history of his career. He is driven and 
burried ; he is in terror of losing hig place; 
and if be keeps his place he loses his indi- 
viduality, and a more serious loss no boy can 
suffer. 

It-is a great pity that the census does not 
deal with this important question. The 
most successfal men in Atlanta are those 
who were country bred—men who have 
touched that great training school, the farm, 
at some point of their history; and Atlanta 
is pot singular in this respect. The same 
may he said of every town and city in the 
United States. Wherever the conspicaously 
successful man is to be found, it may be 
taken for granted that he is country beed. 

Therefore, we advise the country lads who 
are fretting and pining to take heart. Their 
time willturely come, They will find their

A MORMON SHITLEMENT. 


A Picture of Mormon Life That Ought to be 
a Warning. 
From Utah Letter to Newark Advertiser. 
The poverty ofthese farmers amid their 


wheat fields and cattle ranges seems inexplicable 
to one who is ignorant of the animus ofthe Mormon 
leaders, Hedoes notsee that here in the little 
borough of Cooksville the vast scheme of robbery 
and oppression, of ignorance and vice, is bearing 
its legitimate fruit. I have wondered why the peo- 
ple do not rebel and refuse to pay tithing, but when 
Il approached one man inthe very prime of life, 
who should have had thespirit of a young maa, on 
the subject, he said: “I don’t know. It is the way 
Ihave always been taught, and it must be right.’’

Neither mind nor spirit to think 
for themselves, poor serfs. Far different was the 
answer I received from a Mormon girl, 
whose father is a well-to do farmer in one of the 
most fertile and prosperous valleys of the territory. 
1 wish the Mormon sympathizers, from the white 
house down, could have heard the words and tone: 
‘Yes, we young pecple in Utah haven't 
schools, and it’s the Mormon’s fault. The leaders 
don’t want us to.learn for fear we will get our eyes 
open and then they would lose their tithing. I 
hate religion! Itisa big scheme for robbing the 
poor. Look af my father, He ought to bearich 
man, but the church has ground him as it has 
ground his wheat, and often he has been called to 
pay his $5, $10 or $20 in tithing, and he has done it. 
while his daughters were suffering for shoes. 
Look at —— and his starving family. He had about 
twenty bushels of wheat left in March, and on it 
he and his family were to Live until harvest. »

SOUTH CAROLINA’S DEMOCRACY. 


The State Convention Nominates Hon. J. P. 
Richardson for Governor, 

CoLUMBIA, 8. C., August 4.—The democratic 
state convention met in the opera house at 12 
m. Ex Governor Johnson Hagood was elected 
permanent chairman. Considerable interest 
bas been felt as to the action of the body, in 
view of the farmers’ movement, which cropped 
out early in the year and resalted in a convenes 
tion bere in June to consider grievances of the 
agriculturists. Since then the leader of the 
movement, B. R. Tillman, of Edgefield, has 
been working vigorously to secure country 
delegations, and many people believed that he 
would be able to shape the policy of the con- 
vention and dictate the nomination. 

The present governor, Hon. John P. Shep- 
pard, was supposed to be the choice of the 
farmers’ party for-the first place on the ticket, 
and the first ballot showed avote for him of 
sixty-eight out of three hundred and eighteen 
cast. The other candidatos were J. P. Rich- 
ardson, the present state treasurer; Senator 
W. CC. Coker, of Darlingten; Senator 
Giles J. Patterson, of Chester; Representative 
Edward McCrady, Jr, of Charleston, and 
Chancellor Johnson, of Marion. No choice 
was had on the first two ballots and on the 
third ballot Mr. Richardson received one hun- 
dred and seventy-two votes and was declared 
the nominee. 

W. L. Mauldin was nominated for lieutenant 
g¢ vernor. 

The convention unanimously adopted the 
following: 

Resolved, That the democracy of South Caroli- 
pa, in convention assembled, send greetings and 
congratulations to their fellow democrats of the 
union, upon the return of the national democratic 
partyto the administration of the affairsof the 
nation, andthat we heartily indorse the wise 
patriotic and statesmanlike administration o 
President Cleveland and his cabinet. 

The work of the convention has thus far 
been quiet and harmonious. No discordant 
elements have cropped out. The revolution- 
ary bodies of Captain B. R. Tillman, the ‘‘Far- 
mers Moses,” are held in abeyance. He has 
not yet taken any active part in the proveed- 
ings. 

Last night Tillman and Captain Dawson, of 
the Charleston News and Courier, formed a 
coalition to defeat Richardson, and to nomi- 
nate Governor John C. Sheppard, Tillman 
led Dawson to believe that he could shape the 
convention’s course and dictate its candidates. 
Sheppard felt confident, and Dawson and Till- 
man were certain of victory, but when the 
very first test of strength was made, Sheppard 
disclosed a pitiable weakness. He had claimed 
as certain one hundred and: thirty votes 
on. the first ballot.

MR. GLADSTONE WANTS REST. 


The Ex-Fremier Unable to Answer Corres- 
pondents. 

Lonvon, August 4—Mr. Gladstone, in a 
letter to Arnold Morely, says: 

‘‘Even apart from the action of permanent causes, 
the strain of the last six yearsupon me has been 
great, and I must look for an opportunity for some 
change and rest, whether in or beyond England. 
But in one important respect, I feel that relief 
must be sought forthwith and be made permanent. 
It has been my fate tobe charged with personal 
correspondence, in a part highly interesting, but 
I think far greater than has ever 
fallen to the lot of any other individual.

MEXICO IN THE HOUSE. 


The Question Discussed Until the Hour of 
Adjournment. 

WASHINGTON, August 4.—Mr. Morrison of.- 
fered,and the house unanimously adopted, the 
following resolution : 

_“That the house of representatives of the 
United States has heard with profound sorrow 
of the death of that eminent and distinguished 
citizen, Samuel J. Tilden,” 

The senate amendments to the fortification 
appropriation bill were non-concurred in, and 

eesrs. Forney,Randall and Butterworth were 
appointed conferees, 

r. Morrison called up the conference report 
on the surplus joint resolution. 

Mr. Morrison thought the resolution as it 
passed the Shouse had been a wise and conser- 
vative measure of public interest. The reso 
lution, as agreed upon by the committee on 
conference, was, it seemed to him, not so good 
&@ measure, yet inthe present condition of the 
treasury and the bonded debt, it would ac- 
complish all that would have been done un- 
der the resolution as it passed the house. 

The resolution made provision for calls of 
such bonds as were subject to call. There were 
$152,000,000 three percent bonds remaining 
uncalled. By ten million calls they would ali 
be taken up inthirteen months; the resolu- 
tion would have executed itself. There would 
be no public debt until 1891 to which it could 
apply. Inthese thirteen months $50,000,000 
of the $132,000,000 would be taken up 
by the binking fund. In _ those thirteen 
months the surplus receipts of the govern- 
ment would exceed $32,000,000, so that onl 
$50,000,000 of the present surplus fund would 
be required to be taken out of the treasury in 
the thirteen monthsto extinguish the debt, 
conscquently, at the end of that time all the 
debt that could be paid would have been paid 
and there would still be $30,000,000 surplus in 
the treasury. Therefore the effect would be 
the same whether the resolutions were passed 
with the $20,000,000 amendment or not. An- 
other amendment substituted the secretary of 
the treasury for the president in the exercise 
of discretion in regsrd to postponing calls, be- 
cause the treasury department was one e- 
partment which owas required’ to 
do what the two branches of congress directed 
it todo. He would not have left so large a 
discretion in the hand of the secretary. But 
discretion was only to be exercised in an ex- 
traordinary emergency: He confessed that he 
did not know, and had not met any one who 
did know just what would amount to such an 
extraordinary emergency. If the United 
States had cut throats with Mexicv or had a 
fishery war in Canada, and thus the money 
was paid over, it would not be surplus in the 
treasury. Butthe senate has assumed that 
there might be a contingency in which it 
might be necessary to postpone a call. 

Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, agreed that the origi- 
nal bouse resolution was a wise and conserva- 
tive measure, but the conference report lacked 
im~wisdom what he supposed it made up in 
conservatism. There was nothing on earth 
left of the original resolution but an accretion 
of powerto the treasury department. Noth- 
ing could be gained by the passage of the reso- 
lution as now reported. It was a complete 
backdown and abnegation on the part of the 
house and an insult to public sentiment which 
had impelled the passage of the original reso- 
lution by a magnificent two-thirds vote. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, said those who 
voted for this measure were voting for a 
measure which would bring the country toa 
silver basis as surely as the sun would rise to- 
morrow. 

The discussion was continued by Messrs. 
Bland, Breckenridge, of Kentucky; Hiscock, 
Cannop, Browne, of Indiana; Butterworth, 
Evans. Snowden and others. 

Mr. Randall closed the debats in support of 
the conference action, and in the course of his 
speech he presented a tabular statement show- 
ing the appropriations made by congress at the 
present session.

The President’s Summer Vacation--Appoint-

WASHINGTON, August 4.—The president 
will not leave Washington for his sammer 
vacation until week after next. He will go 
direct to the Adirondack mountains and will 
be accompanied by Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Fol- 
som and one or two intimate friends. 

The president denied himself to visitors 
today and devoted his entire attention to 
measures sent him by congress for his action. 
Members of his cabinet were with him at the 
white house most of the day assisting in the 
consideration of bills, ete. By 12 o’clock the 
president had, with very few exceptions, dis- 
posed of all the measures before him. 

The general deficiency bill, river and har- 
bor bill and sundry civil bill were received 
from the capital at 12:30, and were taken 
under immediate consideration. The presi- 
dent has notified the senate that he prefers to 
remain at the white house during the closing 
hours of the session, and did not care to go 
to the capitol unless his presence there was ab- 
eolutely required for the dispatch of business.

INDIAN RELICS. 


The Demand Greater than the Supply—How 


They are Made. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., August 4.—There is and 
has been for some time somethingof acraze here 
tor Indian relics. This section—west of the Blue 
Ridge, in this state, and more especially west of 
this city—hes abounded in these reminders of the 
children of the forest. Not many days ago, in one 
of the more western counties—Swain—there was 
found an Indian grave where there was being 
made an excavation for a brick yard. A pipe, 
Frome beads, a curiously carved stone and several 
other relics were found in the mound where long 
ago the red man laid away his fellow-man to enter 
upon the realization of the joys incident to the 
happy hunting ground of the orthodox Indian. 
These relics are now found in smaller num- 
bers than formerly, and the demand for them as 
souvenirs of the tourists’s visit to these highlands 
is rather greater than the supply. Apropos of the 
scarcity of these curious articles is an incident 
which cccurred not long since in Cherokee coun- 
ty. A revenue offiter, in quest of those rude and 
remote structures, which more or less abound in 
the mountains, wherethe mountaineer turns his 
corn into his favorite beverage, hearing the sounds 
of human industiy far down a wild mountain side 
distant from the country thoroughfare, he betook 
himself cautiously hither, impressed with the idea 
that this must be a moonshiner’s illicit establish- 
ment where he coaxes into existence the artificial 
dew drop. On coming within sight of the individ- 
val at work in the seclusion ofthe mountain, fast- 
nesses, the officer, not unfamiliar with the section 
and its people, re —— the artisan, who was 
revolving with his foot a kind of turning 
lathe, wherein he transformed the 
soft soap-stone, abundant thereabouts, into crude 
looking shapes and vessels. 

“Why, hello, Bill! Whatinthe world are 
doing?” asked the officer, recognizing Will 
Jones, who ijives on a creek called “Hanging ye ee

The card is 
dated Au gust 4th, 1886, and reads: 

THE STRIKERS’ CARD, 

In reply to the assertion made by Mr, Miles 
in regard to being kindand indulgent to the 
men, we wish to acknowledge every courtesy 
an® kindness shown us, but consider that we 
have at all times performed a good day’s la- 
bor for a fair day’s pay, and as to Mr. Doug- 
lass wanting men to do good work, itis not 
quality but quantity he wants, and has dis- 
charged good competent men because they 
would not doitrough enough to suit him, 
his ideas being: therougher a man cut astone 
the more he would cut. We were not allowed 
time enough todo good work, and in conse: 
quence thereof the work is not upto the re- 
quirements of any first class job,and any prac- 
tical builder can point out work that is not 
only disbonestly and incorrectly done, but 
dangerous, and it will only require a frost to 
make pieces and patches that have been stuck 
on with shelack fal) out. It would be well for 
the commissioners to give this matter consid- 
eration. This statement is not made with 
apy ill feeling towards the contractors, but to 
correct the statement in regard to good work, 
which we are willing to have decided by any 
practical workman. 

A STRIKER TALKS. 

The reporter met one of the men and 

asked: 


‘You all will not go back to work as long as 
Mr. Douglass is foreman?” 

“No, sir, we will not.” was the positive re- 
ply. 

“No way to adjust 
him to remain’” 

“No, sir, We asked for his dismissal, and 
nothing short of that will satisfy us. Messrs. 
Miles & Horn endeavored to get matters ad- 
justed by allowing him to remain and lessen- 
ing the work, but no such arrangement as this 
will suit us. Even if we wanted to, we could 
not do it under our constitution and by-laws. 
We don’t want to work with him and we will 
not.” 

‘Does any of the men like Mr. Donglass?” 

“If there is a single one who has any re- 
spect for him, I do not know who itis. He is 
no more suited for the place he holasthan I 
am for evangelist.” 

EVERY WORD TRUE. 

“How about the card your association sent 
in for publication?’ 

“Every word of it is true, and practical men 
can go over and look at the work and see.” 

“What are the strikers going to do?” 

“Well, I guess we won’t starve. We can get 
work,” 

“Any of the men left town?” 

“None that I know of. The workmen all 
have money and are not on the beg by a big 
majority. The men have nothing to say 
against Mesers. Miles & Horn, the contractors. 
Douglass has jammed their eyes full of mud, 
and they don’t know it, but they will wish 
they had before they get the building com- 
pleted. As it now stands, no first-class 
workman will accept a place ina “scab” lay 
out. Douglass isa scab now,and can’t get 
back in the association. Under his direction 
the work will be a miserable botch. The men 
were not given time to do as good work as 
they desired.” 

MR, MILES SAYS A WORD OR TWO, 

Mr. W. 8. Miles, one of the contractors, was 
approached by a CONSTITUTION man yester- 
day and asked the status of afiairs, 

“Nothing has developed,” was the reply. 
‘‘We are not allowing the strike to worry us.” 

“Sent for new men ?”’ 

‘Yes, sir, and we can get good men, too.” 

“You will keep Mr. Douglass ?” 

“Yes, sir, we certainly will, so long as~ he 
continues todo his work as faithfully and 
efficiently as he has done in the past.” 

Mr. Miles was then told of the card the 
strikers had sent in, and asked what he 
thought of the charges made as to dishonest

SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION. 


A Glorious Time at Decatur Yesterday by 
Teachers and Students. 

The twenty-first annual celebration of the 
DeKalb County Sunday School association oc- 
curred atthe tabernacle at Decatur yester- 
day. 

The attendance was the largest that has been 
preeent since the organization of the associa- 
tion, and during the forenoon the tabernacle 
was filled to its ntmost capacity, but when the 
noon trains rolled in the crowd was swelled 
by hundreds, and the groves around the tab- 
ernacle were a perfect swarm. 

Hon. J. T. Pendleton, of Atlanta, delivered 
the annual address in a masterly manner, and 
was heartily applauded. 

After Judge Pendleton concluded, a good, 
old fashioned basket dinner was indulged in 
by the assemblage. Groups of a dozen in some 
places, @ quartette in others, and occasionally 
a lone couple could be seen munching togeth- 
er, while at other points of the grove were 
lopg tables, heavily Jaden with the good things 
whichthe good ceuntry people alone know 
how to prepare. 

After dinner the reading of the annual sta- 
tistical report occurred. The number of 
schools reported was forty five. The number 
of teachers was 330. There were 2,893 schol- 
ars present, of which 1,442 were male and 
1,451 were female, showing a total of 3,223 
echolars and teachers, All the schools were 
reported to be in a flourishing condition. 

The echools then sang for the prizes, The 
prizes were & banner for the best singing, one 
for second best singing, and one for best sing- 
ing by infant classes. J. A. Lyons, Mrs. W. 
H. Tuller and Mrs. A. Moore were selected as 
a committee on singing, and the prizes were 
awarded as follows:

THE TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Yesterday's Interesting Exercises Briefly 
Outliined---Today’s Programme, 

There was quite an increase in interest and 
number at the Peabody institute yesterday, 
Dr, Orr antpotinced that Mr, Horace Bradly 
would be present and begin hig instraction in 
art on To of the second week; that Dr. 
Haygood would deliver a lectnre on Wednes- 
day of the same week; that a course of lec- 
tures on the eye would be given by Dr. A. W. 
Calhoun, that other noted teachers and 
lecturt rs would be present duriny§}:he session 

The course of lectures was — by Major 
Slaton. He devoted the half hour to the far- 
ther explanation of his system of teaching 
arithmetic. His instruction was to the pri- 
mary arithmetic teachers. He showed how to 
teach addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division at the same time, and not sepa- 
rately, a8 the text books do, He showed how 
arithmetic could be made an excellent lan- 
guage study. Children can be taught the four 

ndamental sg of arithmetic before 
they learn to read. The majér then spoke of 
the great importance of a teacher’s preparing 
himeelf fully. Few Be a look upon teaching 
asa profersion. “‘Whata fearful thing,” he 
said, “this dealing with immortal minds, 
which may be made or ruined in a single 


day.” 

Dr. Orr followed with Why the State Should 
Educate, 

He said: There are three forms of govern- 
ment—monarchial,aristocratic and democratic. 
Arnude and uncivilized pulation need a 
movarchial government. here intelligence 
is widespread and morality prevails,a demo- 
cratic form of government is best. In this 
form of government every man is a sovereign. 
In our government there are continually aris- 
ing some most difficult questions, in the dis- 
cussion of which giants make war upon each 
other, What great amount of 
training is necessary to fit each 
American citizen to vote intelligently. Unless 
mental and moral education becomes universal 
we are liable to be led by the populace to the 
overthrow of our government and tothe en- 
slavery of our people. It can he made univer- 
sal only through our common schools, The 
census of 1880 shows that one-third of the pop- 
ulation of Georgia above ten years of age can 
not write their names. Can the state stand 
still with this showing? How can we arouse 
the people? We must first arouse you teachers. 
You make the men and the men are the state. 
The state must educate, because it is necessary. 
Upon this depends the preservation of her in- 
stitutions. It is to the interest of the state to 
do so becauze she can do it at one-third the cost 
of private instruction, The question is asked: 
“What about moral “education?” ‘I fear for 
the altars ofour country in our common 
echools.” The doctor said there was much 
more danger tothe “altars ofour country” 
from ignorance than any other cause. 

At eleven o’clock, Mrs. Mallon began her 
instruction in reading and spelling. After re- 
viewing the work of the day before and show- 
ing the importance of slide, she began drilling 
the teachers in reading. ‘The dialogue reading 
with Mrs. Mallon’s criticism, was especially 
improving and interesting. She next gave 
them a lesson in spelling. The child shonld 
be given sach words as to enable him to make 
his own rules of spelling. 

One of the most entertaining lectures of the 
day was by Prof. Glenn. He said: ‘The 
cbildren should be taught how the laws of 
science harmonize with our taste. We heat 
coffee in the rusty potand put the new one on 
the table. This is in accordance with the laws 
of nature, as it will boil quicker in the one 
and retain its heat longer in the other. The 
lessons of nature are always fresh and enter- 
taining. The plants and lower animals never 
fail to interest and profit. The professor here 
took up a bouquet which he had on the 
table and gave a most interesting talk 
on plant life, showing how most of 
them were as busy as bees working for 
the destiny before them, but how some 
were frivolous and had given themselves up 
to the flattery of the world, while still others 
were improvident and extravagant. He will 
speak of the robbersand dead beats today, 

Prof. Glenn was followed by Prof. Lane, 

He showed how to begin aclass in geogra- 
phy. He,by a very simple object lesson, re- 
moved some of the greatest difficulties in 
teaching geography. 

Professor Lane is{thoroughly conversant 
with the most advanced ideas of education, 
and his lectures are interesting to visitors as 
well as teachers. 

Superintendent Baker spoke upon the sub- 
ject, ‘When and Where Should English Gram- 
mar be Taught.” The child, he said, should 
be taught grammar in the nursery and in the 
lowest grades of school. We should correct 
every faulty sentence and expression from the 
first. The teacher should be an example to 
her flock in regard to proper language, 
He then gave a short lesson 
in orthoepy, and spoke of how 
to teach it in connection with grammar, 

Professor Caldwell began his lecture by ask- 
ing the teachers for a definition of algebra. 
After speaking of the value of a thorough 
knowledge of the signs and definitions he gave 
a short history of algebra. He showed how to 
explain to a class the difference between addi- 
tion in arithmetic and in algebra, and gave 
many suggestions as to how to make clear toa 
child’s mind the difficulties in the beginning 
of thisstudy.

He Leaves the City This Mornicg for Chattanocogs 
Where Ee Will Resume His Business— Mrs. 
Weaver Cannot Come om Account of Sick- 
nees, But Bends a Representative. 


Mrs. J. P. Weaver, the Indianapolis lady: 
had not reached Atlanta yesterday, as was 
expected she would, but will arrive this morn- 
ing at 7:35 o’clock by the Western and Atlantic 
train, 

Weaver, the man whoclaimsto be her hus- 
band, is still in the city: 

Early yesterday morning, Mr, Walter R. 

Brown, Mrs. Weaver's attorney, received a 
telegram from Indianapolis, stating that Mrs, 
Weaver was then onher way to Atlanta and 
that she had started at four o’cloek the pre vi- 
ous day. Astudy of the railroad schedules 
induced Mr. Brown to think she would - reach 
Atlanta at 2:50 in the afternoon, and he was 
at the ubion passenger depot 
to meet her, but she failed to 
arrive. Weaverexpressed considerable anxiety 
to leave Atlanta during the day, but when he 
was informed that Mrs. Weaver had not 
reached the city, agreed to remain until the 
next train conid getin. The next train was 
the cne due at 6:50, and when the train. came 
in Mr. Brown wasagain at the depot,but Mrs, 
Weaverdid notcome. Mr. Brown; however, 
ascertained that the Cincinnati Southern road 
had failed to connect with the train,and again 
Weaver was asked to wait. He expressed a 
slight annoyance atthe detention, but con- 
sented to remain. The telegrams to Mr. Browa 
stated thata gentleman named Ripley was 
coming with Mrs. Weaver and during the af- 
ternoon Weaver was so informed. 

“What Ripley? W. I. Ripley?” he asked, as 
soon as he heard the name. 

“Don’t know. He's a partner of Hedges, 
the undertaker. 

“Undertaker! Why, Ripley is a lawyer, I 
think. That’s my recollection of him, . I 
know him. 1 ought te know him; he beat me 
out of a thousand dollars once,” 

“You seem to have bad luck,” said Mr. 
Brown. “Everybody has beaten you out of 
something.” 

“Well, he did. I sold a business to my 
brother and took a mortgage on the stock, and 
Ripley gobbled it up, anyhow.” 

Weaver is growing weary of his long wait 
and says that he will not 
remain much iopnger. He thinks he 
bas given Mr. Brown abundant opportunity 
to produce Mrs, Weaver, so that the identifica. 
tion may be made as complete as possible, He 
finds time a burden,aud walks restlessly 
about thestreets looking into the show win- 
dows and other places that are calculated to 
attract a stranger. 

Mrs. Weaver and her friends do not enter- ‘ 
tain the slightest belief that Weaver is her 
husband. The Indianapolis papers concur in 
Mrs. Weaver’s belief, and are stout in their 
denial of Weaver’s claims. The Journal of 
Tuesday heads a story, “a part, of the 
scheme,” and then says: 

Elijah Hedges. the nndertaker longconnected 
with James P. Weaver, supposed to have been 
killed in a railroad wreck near Atlante, 
but who is reported to have appeared there on 
Suncay, received a dispatch yetterday mora- 
ing from Walter R. Brown, who is the attorney 
at Atlanta for Mrs. Weaver.

The year went onin blended vic- 
tory and Cisaster, but the average was against US 
We lost Tennessee, that luxuriant land of milk 
and honey, the bounteous paradise of the soldiers’ 
campaig: ':g. Vicksburg fell, and the confederacy 


at ope st): .@ was riven into two fragments, spilt 
and clefi pelessly asunder. The battle of Get 
tysburg v -« fought and lost, grandest fight @ 

most dis: rous defeat of the war, and deadly end- 
ing of tl: only formidable invasion of northera 


territory 1vade by the south, -Stonewall Jackson, 
that wonderful warrior, was fatally wounded 
by our own men and lost to the 
confederscy. We won the battle of 
Chickamauge, fateful River of Death, but fail- 
ing to follow it up, a terribly punished foe rallied 
and gath: red his forces, and the cruel, blistering, 
inexcusable defeat of Missionary Ridge by General 
Grant, closed the year with our western army 
shattered and demoralized at Dalton, and the 
besom of devastation hovering at Chattanoogs 
upon our own beloved state.
